WASHINGTON—The housewife who 


s trying to appraise Ihe possible ef- 
cct of world events today on Ihe 
irice of foods she musl buy lo keep 
he family well fed shoul dremember 
his very important fact: In 
1-914, 


when the world war broke out in 
Europe, the world food supplies then 
tvailablc were jusl aboul enough to 
feed people under normal conditions 


But today, at the beginning of the 


war in Europe, Ihc world food sup- 
ilies are all in surplus. When Ihis 


r broke out, there was a tendency 


'o consumers to think in terms of 
1917, when the United Stales enter- 
ed the war, rather than in terms of 
1914. But we are not at war. 


Sugar Source Increased 


Another favorable difference in the 


present wold supplies as compaed with 
1914. is that South Africa, Australia, 
the Fiji Islands, Java and British 
Guiana are now producing sugar. 
Furthermore our own sugar supplies 
from Puerto Rico, Hawaii and Cuba, 
and the mainland, now on hand, ex- 
ceed by 349,000 tons last year sup- 
ply, 
which was considered excessive 


With such surpluses, we cannot face 


a scarcity. As lo prices, Ihe powers 
of Ihc President to life sugar quota 
restrictions will have much :to do with 
keeping 
them 
within 
reasonabl 


bounds. 


Another important factor in the fooc 


picture today as compared \to th< 
1914 set-up is the great change iji nat 


ional diet. Since 1014, the improve- 
ment in machinery, both industrial anc 
domestic, has cut down the amount o 
muscle work required by individuals 


As a result, we do not need as mucl 


Sugar and 
starch, 
(sweetening in 


foods, candies and cereals, potatoc 
etc.) as we did then. Add this lessen 
cd need for these products to oui 
ncreascd supplies of them and yoi 
lave another reason to feel rcassurcc 
ibout the food situation.

ant, too. The Consumer's Counsel Di 
vision of the Department of Agricul 
.ure, informs me that every day tlv 
department in Washington receive 
nany leltes from women, from club 
and often from small manufacturer 
all ovc the county, asking fo ad 
vice or reporting local profiteerin 
or gouging. 


It looks as though consucrs, them 


selves, are going to have somcthin 
to say about the inveitable rise in 
food prices which must come with 
war conditions. But tl\c rice is going 
to be contrllcd by active and inform- 
ed consumer groups this time. For 
years we have been a nation of con- 
sumers. But perhaps we arc now to 
become alsa a consumer nalion. Such 
is the hope of most serious students 
of the increasing problem of maintain- 
ing the welfare of every citizen in 
the United States.

Somehow the boy with the dog stands out from the others in the group. A 


.boy is incomplete, somehow, without a dog. This one is holding his dog in 
sis arms in rather careless fashion, as boys will. The puppy doesn't mind. He 
is happy and content in the boy's arms. It is a nondescript little puppy, bui 
his ears are soft to the boy's hands. Boy and clog. The sa'm'e the world around 
in New .York, or Warsaw, or London, Paris, Madrid, Shanghai or San Fran- 
cisco. 


But this boy is absent-minded as he fondles the puppy. His big eyes are 


fixed on the sky. There is something there that draws them. It is the bombing 
planes of The Enemy. 


They have been over before, those planes. Even the^boys, who had al- 


ways been fascinated by planes, know now what they mean. They 'have seen 
half "their city laid in ruins by mind-shattering explosions. They are only 
, children, but they have seen men and women—and other children—die. 


There isn't much a fellow can do. Only watch, and absently stroke the 


soft ears of the puppy, and wait dumbly for what will happen. 


This particular boy has a large bandage over his head. Whether he was a 


victim of a former bombardment, we are not told. But we know that, in view 
of what-has happened since Calcraft made his picture, both boy and puppy 
may be dead. 


Boy and dog! Boys and dogs all over the world, loving each other. Boys 


in Germany, and Britain, and China, and Spain, with every right to play ball 
and go fishing, and live. Yet the world is such that the best a great part of it 
has offered them is to stand with eyes glued on the sky, waiting for screeching 
death. 


Until we can do better than this, every man, woman, and child of us must 


bow in humility and shame.

Only Removal of Resinous Weeds Will Bring End to 


Skin Eruptions 


. Poison ivy is not the only weed that 
anight cause skin irritations. Nearly 
every type of weed contains some 
resinous substance capable of produc- 
ing eruptions on the skin. 


.AJiyor.o who touches the leaves of 


the poison ivy vine or who co'm'es in 
contact with'some object contaminated 
by its sap is~ likely to have skin irrita- 
tions. Eruptions resembling eczema 
may result from contact with weeds. 


The eruption usually appears in the 


'spring or early summer and continues 
until the first frost. It spreads during 


"'the succeding years,' because the body 


^becomes increasingly sensitive to the 
materials in the weeds. Scratching and 
rubbing tends also to spread 
the 


eruption and to thicken the skin wher- 
ever the eruption occurs. 


Eruptions appear first on the face, 


backs of the hands, the wrists and the 
ankles. They spread to the forearms, 
legs and other parts of the body fre- 
quently touched with the hands. 


Farmers, farmers' wives, and oil field 


workers are frequently afflicted be- 
cause their occupations bring theto' in 
contact with weeds. If the source of 
trouble is removed and the skin is 
treated with the 
usual 
protective 


measures, the eruption disappears in 
from five to six weeks.

In announcing that a court attack on 


the Nyberg act is planned, Mr. Whar- 
ton praised members of the associa- 
tion for having paid the tax up to the 
present time despite their knowledge 
thatu.the law under which it is col- 
lected will not stand a court test.

"By October 1, the revenue should 
be sufficient to complete the build- 
ing progra mo fthe white and Negro 
the tax on beer and liquor, the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas Medical School 
should derive sufficient revenue. You 
men who have paid that tax have 
made that possible.

Lodge, Mont., is one of the world's 
greatest women bronc riders. She has 
appeared in rodeos throughout 
the 


world; was international champion at 
Sidney, Australia, in 1935 and won the 
Boston championship, prized title of 
the rodeo world, in 1933, '35 and '36. 
She has been riding broncs 10 years; 
before that she was a relay rider. Her 
father homesteaded in Montana in 
1886 and raised a fa'mily of eight, five 
of them topnotch rodeo performers. 
Alice attended Billings. Mont., high 
school and then carried a mail route, 
riding horseback 35 miles a day, sum- 
mer and winter. 'She "worked" bull 
rings in Mexico, riding the fighting 
bulls 'into the arena. She did such a 
spectacular job of it they heard about 
it in Spain, so she "worked" the bull 
rings there, too. before the civil war. 


"A cowgirl has to be able to get out 


there and ride just as tough a bronc 
as the cowboys. Otherwise the rodeo 
customers think the management is 
just trying to give her a break be- 
cause she's a girl.

WASHINGTON—The first few weeks 


of the war abroad proved the subma- 
rine the most potent weapon in naval 
operations. Because of its compara- 
tive small size, it is easily manage- 
able; because of its destructive tor- 
pedoes, it can sink a large vessel before 
the vicliTriized captain is aware of an 
enemy craft in the vicinity. 


A submarine moves slowly—15 to 23 


miles an hour on the surface, one to 
10 miles submerged. Its value lies in 
its ability to maneuver and remain 
hidden until its pray is in striking dis- 
tance. Raising and lowering the peri- 
scope, the sub "bobs" for its viclim, 
unlil the torpedo is driven home. 


The U-boat is propelled by two 


powerful Diesel engines, which also 
generate electricily for storage bat- 
teries to run electric motors for un- 
derwater travel. 


Most underwater craft can remain 


beneath the surface 18 hours without 
drawing on reserve oxygen. Normally, 
they seld&'m1 stay down longer than two 
or three hours at a stretch. 
In the 


more recent types, reserve oxygen will 
keep the crew alive up to 65 hours. 


Submarines are built from 250 tons 


to 2500 tons, costing from about $2,000 - 
000 to $6,000,000. Most popular sizes are 
250. 500 and 750-ton boats. 


Can IJange Far From Base 


The 750-ton craft can cruise as fav 


as 3750 miles from its base of supply. 
The 500-ton submarine has a cruising 
radius of 2500 miles and the small 
boat is used only for coastal opera- 
tions.

A submarine commander usually has 


a good idea where he will find prey 
through a r;o-ordinaled system of wire- 
less reports, aerial reconnaissance ancl 
u=e of sound detectors. 


In some submarines there are as 


many as three periscopes to enable of- 
ficers to watch more than one ship. 


Periscopes Give Good Visibility

With the periscope four feet above 


the water the commander can sight a 
.'hip 1.3 Vn'ilcs away. If the ship has a 
100 foot mast, it can be sighted as far 
as 13.8 miles away. This range increas- 
es as the periscope is raised. If the 
periscope is 15 feel above Ih 
the range i.s more than 15 mles.

American. 


Wants Profit Motive Ue- 


JVtoved 


"We're not in a fair position to deal 


with this question (neutrality) until 
we remove the motive of self in- 
terest," says Senator Lee. "With these 
two bills enacted, that would be no- 
tice to the United States that we'd 
have no opportunity to profiteer in 
time of war. Then, I think, we could 
approach Jhe question of neutrality 
without the profit motive entering 
our consideration." 


Senator Lee supports President Hoose 


veil's plan for removing the arms 
embargo; but he says he is getting en- 
tirely too many letters from people 
who want the embargo removed on 
the ground that the resulting trade 
will be good fo business. 


The Bone bill is a drastic measure 


which would apply steeply gradual- 
id income taxes in time of war. 
'Inese would start at three per ccnl 
on $2000 of net income and would run 
P to 98.9 per cent on $10.000,000 in- 
comes. 


It is based pretty largely on the 


revelations the famous Senate years 
ago about World War profits. Senator 
Nye, who had n hand in putting it to- 
gclhe. admits that it is an extremely 
drastic bill and says grimly, "We in- 
tended it lo be." 


n effect, its ai mwould be con- 


fiscate all war profits. 


Senator Lee's bill, commonly called 


the "draft capital bill," would pick 
up any loose change that the Bone 
bill chanced lo miss. 


In its essentials, it would do these 


things: 


Bond Uiiying Control 


Every tilr.cn would fill out a sche- 


dule showing how much wealth he 
possessed. When the government then 
began issuing bonds to finance Its 
war activities, it would determine from 
these schedules exactly how many 
bonds each indivdual should buy— 
and each individual would buy that 
amount, with no ifs.ands or but abou 
it. 


The bonds would not be tax-ex- 


empt, and would pay 1 per cent in- 
terest. Senator Lee remarks that the 
Bone bill would take -the profits made 
in war time by commerce and in- 
dustry, and thai his bill would taki 
the profits formerly made by 
fin- 


nncers. 


While Senator Lee prepares lo bring 


both measures to the Senate's at- 
tenlion, the Senate isolationists whc 
are fighting the President's neutrality 
program are reseving their fire—will: 
Ihe Bone bill held in eservo. 


If it develops thai Ihe neutrality 


revision urged by the President is 
sure to pass, or if it actually does 
pass, then the plan now is to push 
for passage of the Bone bill—on the 
theory that, if selling munitions to 
France and England should make 
American entrance into the war more 
likely, this measure would make war 
so obviously unprofitable thata the 
clanger would decrease. 


Just incidentally, it might be re- 


membered thai the Bone bill was for- 
mally sponsored by 50 senators a clear 
majority—so that unless s 
have changed their mini _
